MINISTRY OF SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EMPOWERMENT 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 14th March, 2005 

No. 12<H6/17/20(14-SCD(R.L. Cell). —Whereas the Government of India has been seized of the educational and 
economic needs of die DenoUiled, Nomadic and Semi-nomadic Tribes’, which are spread amongst die Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes and others.,One of the six basic principles of Common Minimum Programme is 
addressed to provide for full equality of opportunity, particularly in education and employment of Scheduled Castes. 
Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes and religious minorities 

2. Whereas the Commission set up vide Gazette Notification dated 22-11 -2003 could not, for a number of reasons, 

been able to make much headway and the problem of these groups does need to be carefully looked into. . 

3. Whereas the mandate of the Commission would have to be more specific and focused on economic and 
educational development of these communities, which would be in consonance with one of the six basic principles of th e 
National Common Minimum Programme, which seeks to provide for the equality of opportunity, particularly in education 
and employment of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes and religious minorities. 

4. Now, therefore, the Government of Indiahas resolved to re-constitute the said Commission for one year from 
the date ol Gazette Notification of appointment of the Chairperson. The Commission shall comprise of one Chairperson, 
one Member and one Member Secretary. 

5. The Commission shall have the following Terms of Reference:— 

( a ) To specify the economic interventions required forrai sing the living standards of Denotified, Nomadic and 
Semi Nomadic ‘Tribes’ by asset creation and self-employment opportunities; 

(b) To recommend measures to utilise the existing channeling agencies set up for the economic development o f 
SC/STs and OBCs for extending an economic dev elopment package to these groups, keeping in view their 
speci fic requirements, and 

(c) To identify programmes required fortheir education, development and health; 

(d) To make any other connected or incidental recommendation, tliat the Commission deems necessary. 

6. The Commission shall obtain such information, as they may consider necessary or relevant for their purpose 
from the Central Government, the State Governments and any other authorities, organizations or indiv idual s and outsource 
the specific research and ev aluation studies in the concerned States/Union Territories to the reputed research institutes. 

7. The Commission will devise its own procedure of working and may visit any part of India as when considered 
necessary. 

8. The Co mini ssion will submit its report within one year from the date of appointment of Chairperson.
